The hymn is a prayer accompanying an animal sacrifice. 

1 Thin: the animal selectetl for sacrifice. Pampati: Lord of Beasts; 
usually regarded ns a name of the later Rudra. Quadruped and biped : 
a frequently occurring Vedic eipression for the people of a household 
and the domestic and sacrificial animals around them; * To us and to 
our cattle may Soma give 8alut.»ry food, To biped and to quadruped.* 
KV. Ill, 62. 14. According to the sacrificial ritual there are five 
pnmvah or sacrificial animals, man, horse, ox, sheep, and goat. Man 
is only a pasu, though the highest, primus inter pares. * To thee (Bliava) 
are these five animals (pafdvali) allotted, oxen, and sheep, and goats, 
and men, and horses.* A V. XI. 2. 9. See Zimmer, Altihdisches l^ben, 
pp. 72, 73. 

The text of the first line of the^tanza has apparently no sequence; 
but the interpretation which, following Welxsr, 1 have given, is the only 
one that will suit. According to Ludwig (Bor Rigveda, HI. p. 433) 
the translation would he: * May Pasupati, who is liord and Master of 
homestead animals, quadruped and biped, Purchased, obtain his sacri¬ 
ficial portion ;* which is grammatical but iinintolligible. 

Purchased; the animal selected for sacrifice was separated from the 
flock or herd and driven away to feed where it chose. When it was 
to be sacrificed it was redeemed from the man who had taken posses¬ 
sion of it. 

2 Looting: liberating; see stanzas 3 and 4. Tke seed of future-time 
existence; the victim whose sacrifice is to secure future life for the 
sacrificer. Vulif brought: upAkfitam; the technical term used on 
such oooasioqs, meaning prepared for the sacred rite and brought to 
the place of sacrifice. The victim: ea^amdndm ; a euphemistic word 
for the animal that is to be slaughtered. The victim thus ofifered to 
the Gods goes at once to Svaiga 6r heaven, the deities* hdovH regiem. 
So, at the Horse-sacrifice, the priest addresses the slaughtered amWl: 
* No; here thou diest not, thou art. not injured : by easy paths unto 
the Gods thou goest.’ Rigveda I. 162. 21.

0 Agni: addressed as 
especially connected with marriage, regulating, as the Sun, the proper 
season for its celebration, and, as the sacrificial fire, the consecrator of 
the rite : see Rigveda 1. 66. 4; V. 3, 2; X. 85. 40. 

2 Bdoved by Soma: as S4ryl, the typical bride, was married to 
Soma, the young maid is regarded as originally belonging to him; see 
Kigveda X. 85. 40.- Dear to Prayer: or, graced by Brahman, as 
Weber and Grill interpret. Stored by Aryaman : * Aryaman art thou 
(Agni)* as regardeth maidens ’ (Itigveda V. 3. 2) ; that is, in connexion 
with marriage; aryamdn meaning also a companion, especially a friend 
who asks a girl in marriage for another. The bliss or allotted fato is 
said by Siyana to be the young maiden. The stanza is somewhat 
obscure, and perhaps out of place. Dr. Grill puts it next after stanza 
4. DMtars truthfulness: Dh&tar is the Establisher or Ordaiiier, re> 
garded as a separate God, and mentioned here as the Upholder of the 
sacrament of marriage. Bridal oracle: patividanam ; the charm that 
finds or proc\ires a husband: ‘ Brautorakel: * Weber. 

3 Chief lady of the household: mdhisht’, the technical term for the 
first married wife; the principal consort of a king. Cf. Bigveda X. 85. 
26, 27. 
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4 As this lair, MaghavanI that is fair to look on was 

dear to wild things as a pleasant dwelling,

by her lord and prizing his affection.

Fem-seed wm supposed to have the power of rendortng one W'ho curried 
it invisible, and the plant was said to be of celestial origin, and able 
to secure the fulfilment of every wish: see »Simnx;k, Handbucli der 
Dcutschcn Mythologie, p, 498. The metre of the first line is irregular, 
the first pUda being octosyllabic and the second hendecasyllabio.

8 As to a. stabled horse: as we*carry fodder to a horse that is not 
turncil out to graze. Jdtavedas: wise Agni. Servants: prdtivefis ; 
or, neighbours.

Aqni at dawn, and Indra we invoke at dawn,^and 
Varuija and Mitra, and the Asvius twain : 

Bhaga at dawn, Pdshan and Brahmanaspati, Soma 
at dawn, and Rudra we invoke at dawn. 

2 We call strong Bhaga, conqueror in the morning, 

the son of Aditi, the great Disposer, 

Whom each whodeemshimself poor, strongandmighty, 
a king, addresses thus, Grant thou ray portion ! 

3 Bhaga, our guide, Bhaga whose gifts are faithful, 

favour this hymn and give us wealth, O Bhaga. 
Bhaga, augment our store of kine and horses.

Accordin:^ to the Kausika-Sutm this hymn is the begimiin;^ of ‘ the 
ritujil of a travelling merchant when about to start on a tniding expe¬ 
dition.’ Ho has also to recite the hymns III. 26 and 27, VI. 1, .‘i, 1, 
5, 6, 7, 59, 93, 107, 128, and IV. 28, with which ccitain oblations 
arc to be made. See Bloomfield, ^Viuerican Journal of Philology, VII. 
p. 487. 

The hymn has been translated by ludwig. Dor Rigveda, TIT. p, 215, 
by Grill, with annotations, Hundort Liedor, pi>. 69, 113, and by 
Zimmer, Altindisches Lobon, p. 258. 

The hymn is the morning prayer of the groat Rishi VasishUia, taken, 
with slight variations, from Rigveda VII. 41. 

1 Aldawn: prayer and praise in the early morning being most 
acceptable to the Gods. 

2 Bhaga : sec I. 26. 2. Conqueror in the morning: in bis character of 
the early Situ overpowering Ushas or Dawn who in Rigveda I. 123. .5 is 
called his sister. Disposer: or, Supporter. Grant thou jny portion: 
or, may I receive my sliare. Weber takes bhakshi as the first person 
singular, Atmanepada, and the Coininonhirios make it second person 
singular, Parasmaipado, of the aorist^in each ease. • The meaning is 
that everyone, poor and weak, strong and mighty, tho king himself, 
looks to Bhaga as tho giver of his allotted fortune. 
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4 So may felicity be ours at present, and when the 
Sun advances, and at noontide; 

And may we still, O Bounteous One, at sunset be 
• happy in the Gods’ protecting favour. 

S’ May Bhaga verily be bliss-bostower, and through 
him, Gods! may happiness attend us. 

As such with all my might I call and call thee: as 
such be thou our leader here, O Bhaga. 

6 To this our sacrifice may the Dawns incline them,

f> 7’Ad Dawns: the lights of moriiiiig, personified. The pure place: 
the chamber of sacrifice. Dadhtkrdvan: or Dadhikr&s, or, in the 
crude form, Dadhiknl, is the name of a mythical being often men- 
tioue«l in the Rigveda, and the deified subject of Hymns IV. 38, 39, 
40, and Vfl. 44. He is described as a kind of divine horse, and 
probably, like Tilrkshya, is a personification of the morning Sun. 
Sometimes he is considered os a ci’cation of Heaven and Earth, somo- 
timos of Alitra and Vanina, and is invokeil in the morning together 
with Agni, Usha.s, and the Asvins. According to Professor Pischel 
(Vedischc Studien, 1. 124), Dudhikravan nuiy have been originally a 
most distinguished race-horse, glorified and deilied by the exaggerated 
praises of the bards of a people who were passionately devoted to 
chariot^racing. Like Dadhikrdvan may mean, with the swiftness 
of the famous mythical horse, the type and model of racers. See 
Hymns of the Uigveda, GenemWndex II. 

7 Do ye preserve us evermore with blessings: this address to the Gods 
ill general is the conelusion of many Higveda hymns attributed to 
the Y^usishtlias.

Virdj: meaning, perhaps, as Prof. Ludwig suggests, Vak the GckMoss 
of Speech- The Rigveda reads girUchay ‘ Through song,’ or ‘ by means 
of our hymn;* and Weber here also translates a conjectural reading 
gird'mckHy ‘ of our prayers or songs.'

to me to mean Protection of Power inasmncli as it is a ceremony ap. 
pointed for the samraj [lord paramount, or sovereign].’—Weber.

All Fires that are in water and in Vritra, all those

The hymn, in honour of all varieties of Fire, is especially a charm to 
appease Agni in his most dreaded form, and to quench the flames of 
the funeral pile. 

1 III water and in Vritra: existing in the form of lightning in the 
waters of the air and in the Dragon or great dragonish cloud which, 
j)ersuuified as the demon of drought, withholds the seasonable rain. 
Man: contains Arc in the shape of the internal heat which is said to 
efleot the digestion of his food, and sis the natural vital warmth of the 
body. Stones: contain fire which may be struck out in siiarks. Herbs 
and trees and- hushes: Agni in the form of lightning enters all plants 
with the descending rain. The phosphorescence of some species of 
plants may also bo referred to.

In cattle: and the other animals, thd fire is the natural heat of their 
Imdies which maintains their strength, swiftness, ferocity and other 
characteristic qualities.

strains, whom in their minds the thirteen creatures

6 Who feeds on ox and cow: ukshanndya va^nn&ya: the first 
hemistich is taken, with variations, from lligveda VI11. 43. 11, where 
1 have tmnslatcd these words by * fed like ox aii<l cow,^ a possible 
rendering which 1 do not now approve. Sacrifice of oxen and barren 
cows was not unusual in old Vedic times. Bearing Soma on his back: 
sprinkled with libations of Soma juice. Vaisvdnara’s foUowers : varie¬ 
ties of fire, of which Vaisvlnara is chief. 

8 AiMjordiug to the Kausika-Sutra; with the recitation of this stanza 
the funeral fire is damped with holy water and extinguished. Tho 
preceding stanzas are merely intro luctory to the practical part.

3 In waters: when he is sprinkled with tlie water of consecration. 
Attained to godliead: Agni alone was originally immortal, and the 
other Gods obtained immortality through him or through Soma. See 
?igvoda V. 3, 4; VI. 7. 4; IX. 106. 8.
